Five  Points 
Stressed 
In  Address 


Elder  David  O.  McKay,  presi- 
dent of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  told 
7,300  Brigham  Young  University 
students  and  faculty  members 
of  a five-point  formula  for  happy 
marriage  Tuesday  during  the 
regular  devotional  assembly. 

His  five  points  included  the 
maintenance  of  a good  reputa- 
tion, keeping  vows  made  at  the 
altar,  control  in  the  home,  courte- 
sy, and  companionship. 

‘Behind  every  man  who  enjoys 
public  applause,  there  is  a silent 
companion  who  is  responsible,” 
President  McKay  said  in  empha- 
sizing the  role  of  the  wife,  “and 
it  should  be  remembered  that 
companionship  is  the  means  for 
perpetuating  affection.” 

In  stressing  the  virtue  of  - chas- 
tity, he  stated  that  “there  is  but 
one  standard  of  virtue  * in  the 
Church  of  Christ,”  and  added 
that  “The  lady  does  not  like  her 
name  to  be  bandied  about  in  a 
men’s  bull  session.” 

Home  Control 

Control  in  the  home  can  be 
maintained  by  not  expressing 
angry  thoughts  to  the  marriage 
partner,  it  was  related.  The 
church  leader  cautioned  wives 
and  husbands  to  hold  the  tongue 
and  go  for  a walk  when  angry 
thoughts  cloud  the  mind. 

“Courtship,”  he  continued, 
“does  not  end  at  the  altar.  It  be- 
gins there  for  eternity,  and  such 
expressions  as  ‘thank  you,’  ‘if 
you  please,’  and  ‘pardon’  are 
appreciated  as  much  by  the  wife 
as  by  the  sweetheart.” 

President  McKay  said  that  the 
essence  of  true  culture  is  consid- 
eration for  someone  else,  and 
that  there  is  nothing  more  com- 
mon in  a great  man  than  courte- 
sy and  forbearance.

Also  present  at  the  assembly 
was  Thomas  E.  McKay,  assistant 
to  the  Council  of  the  Twelve,  who 
gave  the  invocation. 

Mrs.  David  O.  McKay  told  the 
UNIVERSE  that  her  husband 
practices  what  he  preaches  in  re- 
gard. to  marriage.  She  added 
that  their  marriage  was  the  first 
performed  in  the  Salt  Lake 
Temple  during  the  20th  century, 
more  than  55  years  ago.

H.  WAYNE  SOFFE,  physical 
education  professor,  is  recuper- 
ating in  Salt  Lake  City  Latter- 
day  Saint  hospital  from  a lung 
operation,  suggested  by  his  Mobile 
Unit  chest  X-ray. 

Soffe  was  notified  last  week 
that1  his  tuberculosis  X-ray1  show- 
ed a spot  on  the  lung  that  was 
not-  tuberculosis.  He  entered  the 
hospital  immediately.  Doctors 
have  not  yet  determined  the  na- 
ture of  the  growth,  but  reported 
Soffe  is  recovering  from  the  op- 
eration faster  than  normal  and 
should  be  released  by  the  end  of 
the  week. 

REPORTS  FROM  THE  chest 
X-rays  taken  on  campus  last 
spring  should  soon  be  received 
by  all  persons  X-rayed,  as  proces- 
sing is  estimated  at  about  three 
months. 


Two  other  Brigham  Young  Un- 
iversity students  are  still  in  Salt 
Lake  hospitals.  Albert  Sconberg, 
Bountiful,  is  being  treated  for  a 
condition  caused  by  a kidney  ail- 
ment, and  Robert  Esplin,  Nyssa, 
Ore.,  for  polio. 

SCONBERG’S  condition  was  re- 
ported as  “poor,  and  essentially 
unchanged,”  Tuesday  afternoon. 
Earlier  in  the  week  hospital  of- 
ficials had  told  his  roommates 
Sconberg  dould  probably  be  re- 
leased by  the  end  of  the  week. 
Tuesday  they  reported  his  condi- 
tion Has  not  changed  since  the 
weekend. 

Esplin  has  passed- the  crisis  in 
what  has  now  been  identified  as 
bulbar  polio,  ordinarily  t.he  most 
crippling,  his  brother,  Richard, 
reported  Tuesday. 

HE  WAS  TAKEN  out  of  the 


iron  lung  in  which  he  had  been 
placed  last  week  when  taken  to 
Salt  Lake  General  Hospital.  He 
is  now  placed  in  the  lung  only 
occasionally  to  rest. 

Richard  reported  that  the  para- 
lysis has  left  Robert’s  arms,  and 
that  the  doctors  predicted  he  will 
regain  use  of  them.  He  said  the 
upper  arms  are  still  very  weak. 

ESPLIN  CANNOT  yet  eat  or 
breath  without  the  aid  of  tubes 
inserted  in  his  throat,  but  his 
brother  reported  he  can  speak. 

The  Esplins’  parents  arrived 
Thursday  night  from  their  farm 
in  Nyssa.  Mrs.  Esplin  plans  to 
stay  in  Salt  Lake  during  her  son’s 
hospitalization  and  Esplin  will 
stay  as  long  as  his  farm  work 
allows.

Now  that  the  shooting  is  over,  let’s  take  a look.  Even  though 
rehashing  a football  game  is  kind  of  like  eating  warmed  over  stew, 
it  sometimes  helps.  To  begin  with,  we  don’t  agree  with  those  people 
who  say  our  one  mistake  was  in  showing  up  for  the  Utah  game. 

First  off,  the  Cougars  didn’t  look  bad  at  all  on  offense.  Plays 
through  the  center  and  around  end  were  working  well  and  blocking, 
in  general,  was  the  best  of  the  year.  Ironically,  BYU  and  Utah  gain- 
ed exactly  the  same  net  total  of  333  yards.  And  BYU  made  22  first 
downs  to  Utah’s  18. 

So  we  may  well  ask,  what  in  Pogo’s  ever-lovin’  blue-eyed  world 
made  all  the  difference  then.  Well,  certainly  Utah  had  the  most 
horses.  Men  like  Mele"  and  Nakken  and  Dungan  would  look  good 
anywhere  and  we  were  outgunned  in  manpower. 

But  that  wasn’t  the  basic ’difference.  The  Cougars  rose  to  the 
occasion  to  almost  erase  that  deficit.  The  difference  seems  to  be 
first,  last,  and  foremost  that  the  BYU  squad  forgot  all  the  essentials 
of  the  game  that  they  learned  the  first  thing  in  high  school.  And 
they  forgot  them  at  the  most  inopportune  moments. 

Take  ball-carrying.  Any  coach,  will  tell  any  ball  player  that  if 
you  carry  a football  like  a loaf  of  bread,  you’re  going  to  fumble. 
And  they,  the  Cougars,  did.  Utah  recovered  three  of  our  fumbles 
and  used  them  most  royally  to  hit  pay-dirt. 

Puny  Tackling 

r And  the  Cougars  tackling  in  the  second  half  was  some  of  the 
puniest  we  have  ever  seen.  When  a runner  bounces  off  three  or  four 
tacklers  and  then  goes  on,  something  is  drastically  wrong.  The  Cou- 
gars tried  to  knock  the  Ute  runners  down  with  a shoulder  block, 
or  wrestle  them  down  with  a neck  tackle,  neither  of  which  works 
with  any  consistency.  That  one  where  two  Cougars  hit  head  on  while 
the  Utah  man  ducked  under  their  intended  neck-tackle  was  a classic. 

There  is  little  to  be  said  for  our  pass  defense.  It  simply  wasn’t. 
And  the  line,  which  could  have  gotten  to  the  seat  of  the  trouble  by 
really  racking  the  quarterback  when  they  got  a legal  chance,  forgot 
that  quarterbacks  lose  their  yen  for  passes  when  they  have  been 
slammed  breathless  a few  times. 

On  the  other  side,  BYU  looked  good  at  times,  if  inconsistent. 
Skousen  looked  back  in  his  old  form,  when  he  led  the  conference 
in  pass  receiving  a couple  of  years  back  before  he  went  to  the 
service.  And  Gary  LaComb  ran  with  the  most  deception  and  set 
up  his  blocks  better  than  any  back  we’ve  seen  at  BYU. 

Now,  what  to  do  about  all  our  bloopers?  There’s  only  one  an- 
swer— lots  of  blood  on  the  practice  field  this  week. 

Fight  Song  Progress 

We’re  glad  that  some  progress  is  finally  being  'made  toward 
getting  BYU  a fight  song.  A step  has  been  made  in  the  right  direc- 
tion with  the  new  song  introduced  last  week.  Unfortunately,  it 
hasn’t  stepped  far  enough.  For  the  life  of  us,  we  can’t  sing,  “Bite 
you  Cougars,  Fight  with  all  ferocity,”  with  a straight  face.  It 
rhymes  too  much  with  precocity. 

That  song  reminds  one  of  the  parody  of  the  Yale  fight  song 
that  came  out  a couple  years  back.  Something  like,  “Fight  fiercely, 
boys,  Hit  them  Hard,  but  DON’T  HURT  THEM!”  Notice  the  simil- 
arity?
